THE VETERAN 


Of Railway Conductors Is 


Venerable Gideon Severs. 


Today Marks the Fiftieth Annivers- 


ary of His-Marriage—Tonight He 


and His Wife Celebrate. 


GIDEON SEVERS. 


Today marks the anniversary of 


the marriage of Mr. and Mrs. Gideon 
Severs. 
The 
fiftieth 
milestone of 


wedded life has been reached and to- 
mghtf 
with their 
children, their 


relatives and their friends the good 
old couple, blessed v^ith happiness, 
will celebrate their golden wedding. 


Last evening 'a Times 
reporter 


called on the aged people to gain 
from them pen sketches 
of their 


eventful 
lives. 
The 
hospitality of 


their home was showered on" the 
writer and for an hour and a half he 
enjoyed the talks of the venerable 
husband and wife, which so graphic- 
ally related the scenes of their old 
birth-places, the merry days of child- 
hood, courtship's jeweled hours, the 
wedding night and the period from 
that time to this. 


Mr. Severs is to the knights of the 


rail and the world of webbed steel 
and fast runs what other successful 
veterans are 
in 
their 
respective 


calling, professions and occupations. 
In other words, he is "The Grand Old 
Man of the 
Road.'1 -He lias well 


earned the title by forty-three vcars 
of continuous service—a"service that 
shines with lustre, marked by strict 
attention to duty, by sobriety and 
hard work and free "from the mis- 
takes that have so often marred other 
men's records and caused destruction 
of property and loss of life. 
He to- 


day stands the oldest conductor in 
the state and one of the oldest in the 
world. 


He was born on a farm in Favettc 


county near Washington C. If., with- 
in five miles of that fair city. 
11 is 


fattier was George Severs and 
his 


mother Susannah, native Pennslyvan- 
ians. 
By them'ho was educated in 


the common schools of that early day 
and learned the art of rarming. 
At 


the age of sixteen years Mr. Severs 
left home. 
He hired to a stagecoach 


line and first drove into Wilmington. 
He was associated with the Jate 
David ITahn and the two became 
noted as stage coacli drivers. 
They 


took many of the public men of that 
day on important trips and made 
some very speedy time. 
When the 


state house was building at Columbus 
Mr. Severs was driving into that 
city. 
He quit the stage line in 1855 


and is one of the very few drivers 
now living. 


From stage coach he went to a ped- 


dler's wagon and sold stoves on the 
roads in and around Chiliicothe. In 
December, 1855,.he secured employ- 
ment on the old M. & C. railroad, be- 
fore it was really finished, under 
President 
Wilson, as a brakeman. 


In three weeks he was promoted to 
baggage master 
under Conductor 


E'rank Porter, who died in California. 
He also served as baggage master un- 
der Frank Porter's brother, George, 
who is now living in Indiana. After 
two and one-half years as baggage 
master Mr. Severs was given a con- 
ductorship by Trainmaster Hinkley. 


lie IKK! a local freight run between 


Chillicothc and Cincinnati. He also 
served as yardmaster at Chiliicothe, 
as car dispatcher under Superinten- 
dent John Duran and as train dis- 
patcher and assistant train dispatcher 
under both Superintendents Durari 
and Colonel Orville Smith. 
For a 


number of years he was conductor on 
the accomomdation run between Chil- 
iicothe and Hillsboro via Hlanchester. 


In 1865, when otliciating as car dis- 


patcher, Mr. Severs was called to run 
the Chillicothe-Ifillsboro accommoda- 
tion for one week, while the regular 
conductor, Mr. Pillsfcury, did service 
on another part of the road. 
On the 


morning of February 4th, while on 
this run, the frightful Lee's Creek 
wreck occurred. The history of rail- 
roads in Ohio contains no account of 
a wreck that equals this in its de- 
struction. It is awful to think about, 
horrible to relate. 
The entire train 


went through the trestle. Fourteen 
people were 
killed. 
Eight 
were 


actually burned alive. The dead in- 
cluded one railroad 
employe, Mr. 


Tuttle, who was a telegraph repairer. 
Earl Mosher, of Chiliicothe. was the 
engineer. 
Dan Perden, 
afterward 


promoted to running and killed by 
an open switch at Loveland, was the 
fireman. 
Mr. Severs was badly in- 


jured. He was crashed, and that he 
lived is a miracle. 
The only mark 


now left of his injuries is his right 


was 
the 
five 
suc- 


arm, which is stiff and almost useless. 
It was mashed flat. 


On two different occasions he was 


conductor on the Athens-Parkersburg 
accommodation and when Tom Taylor 
gave up'the accommodation on the 
Portsmouth Branch Mr. Severs 
assigned to ic. lie lias been on 
Branch ever 
since. 
The last 


years he has had the mail train, 
ceeding Dave Thurlow, when he was 
taken to the main line. 


On the main line Mr. Severs also 


had charge of through freight runs 
and through passenger trains. 
In all 


capacities and positions he ably per- 
formed his duties and received the 
proud compliment, "Well clone, thou 
good and faithful servant." 


It would require volumes to give 


his life in detail, all its 
ups and 


downs. He has traveled thousands of 
miles, has handled thousands of dol- 
lars. 
When asked as to the fastest 


ride he ever received at the hands of 
an engineer, he smiled and -said: 
"That would be pretty hard to tell. 
I have ridden mighty fast, I tell you. 
Balser Andres, of the Branch," has 
taken me about as lively as anv of 
them." 


Mrs. Severs, the good wife, 
who 


has shared her husband's ups and 
downs and whose life has been as 
eventful from a woman's standpoint, 
was born within sight, it might be 
written, of Mr. Severs' home. 
Her 


maiden name was Mary Mark. 
Her 


father was Samuel 
Mark and her 


mother Elizabeth. 
They were good 


old Methodists, the shouting kind, 
and Mr. Severs says he heard the old 
gentleman-many a time shout for two 
hours at a meeting and then go home 
shouting all the way. 
Miss Mark 


and Mr. Severs were married in the 
house where he was born and raised. 
July 20th, 1848, was the date. Rev. 
Jaminson 
was the minister. 
Five 


children of the union 
live. 
They 


are; Thomas E., of this city, an em- 
plye of the 1S 
T. & W. railroad shops: 


Frank Porter, also of this city, and 
named after the first conductor his 
father worked under; William Waddle, 
named after the late Dr. Waddle, of 
Chiliicothe, and who is known as

Did Times Prize Winners 


Have at Washington. 


Description of the Trip and of Points 


of Interest in Washington from the 


Pen of a Times Newsboy. 


Following is an account of the trip 


to Washington of tlie winnsers of the 
Times' voting contest, written by 
Win. Braunlin, a Times carrier for 
route Ko. 2. 
Willie is sixteen years 


old and has just closed his second 
year in the High school: 


"We left Portsmouth last Tuesday, 


the 12th, on the midnight C. & 6. 
train and slept from then until about 
4 a . m . 
After that we enjoyed the 


scenery along the route. 
The view 


which attracted our aLtenstion most 
was 
the 
Greenbriar river, as it 


foamed across 
the 
rocks 
which 


stretched all the way across the river. 
The coke regions were in full blast 
and it was grand to see how the ad- 
jacent regions were illuminated by 
them. It was equally beautiful to 
watch the blasting furnaces with the 
fire shooting out of the stacks. 
We 


passed through 
over ten tunnels, 


some of them over a mile long. There 
were many other beautiful scenes. It 
was an imposing sight to sec the 
farmers cultivating the thousands of 


thirty passengers a trip, which is 
every thirty minutes, and is always 
well"patronized. There are two large 
openings ou each side at the top from 
which a person can see for miles 
around. After returning to the hotel 
and eating our dinners we went to 
the Library of Congress. This is the 
finest building in the world. 
People 


have visited the different countries of 
Europe and Asia and on their return 
say that they have seen many flue 
buildings but they have never seen 
anything to compare with this. 
Its 


doors are made of bronze and the 
material employed for the exterior 
walls is white granite from Kew 
Hampshire, and for the inner courts 
ilarlyand granite and white enam- 
eled bricks are used. 
The interior is 


rich in choice marble from Europe, 
Africa and America. 
The dome is 


made of copper and covered with a 
thick plating of gold-leaf.

1, 1897, the reports showed that there 
were ia the library 743,115 bookstand 
245,000 pamphlets.
